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Health and Housing Research at CMHC 


Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation (CMHC), 
the Canadian federal housing agency, has done several 
decades of research into why some houses make some 
occupants ill. The focus of most of the research is on 
how housing pollutant exposure is developed, but 
many of the studies were done jointly with Health 
Canada and other interested parties. The CMHC web 
site is at www.cmhc.ca. CMHC’s library is also available 
by phone at 1 613 748-2367. 


Two sets of results will be of interest to researchers in 
health and housing matters, the “About Your House” 
series for occupants of houses and apartments and the 
“Research Highlights” series of research summaries 
developed to help the housing industry understand 
what it is that makes some occupants ill. Since the 
research projects that support these publications were 
primarily for the housing industry they tend to be 
more about ventilation, source strength of pollutants 
(including moisture), and overall concepts of what 
influences exposure. Some of the research programs 
investigated health outcomes, and there was often a 
health expert involved in supervising the studies. 


The following sets of documents are suggested reading 
so that health and housing researchers can better 
understand which questions to ask--rather than just 
providing answers to general questions. However, 
several important answers are also presented in some 
of the summaries.

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Choosing to See the Positive Side 


Paul Taylor provided this article and would like to give 
everyone an update regarding the case against 
Goddard High School in Roswell, New Mexico. 


Paul’s daughter, Paige, had been a student at this 
school when she became very ill due to mold in the 
school. She has since transferred to another school in 
the area and has been recovering her health with Dr. 
Shoemaker’s treatment protocol. 


They had a hearing in the case a couple weeks ago. As 
is typical in mold cases, the defense counsel had a trick 
up their sleeve. They told the judge that, since the 
lawsuit was seeking an injunctive order for invasive 
testing and that Paige would likely graduate before the 
court issued its ruling, there was no reason to go 
forward with this case. The judge agreed, but he also 
told the Roswell Independent School District, “...you’re 
under notice that you have a potential problem that in 
high probability will generate lawsuits.” He also said: 


| expect everyone to have the common goal...of what is 
best for the young people of the community not just 
their education but also their health and that should be 
the focus of what we're trying to accomplish... Our 
duty to our students, to our young people is a 
continuous duty. 


Although the court didn’t allow the case to go to trial, 
Paul is choosing to look at the positive side. Paul’s two 
goals were met—his daughter is recovering her health 
and the hazardous conditions at Goddard High School 
have been exposed, so parents and teachers are now 
aware and can make informed decisions. 
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Choosing to See the Positive Side (cont’d) 


As tough as these cases may be, it’s good to 
remember that we can choose how we react to the 
outcome. We can choose to see only the negative 
side and carry that with us, or we can choose to see 
the positive side and use our experiences to help 
others. 


Dr. Shoemaker has added an Epilogue in his new 
book, Surviving Mold, discussing the outcome of the 
GHS case. It’s a good read and has a humorous 
introduction describing the walk to the courthouse 
that day. Be sure to check it out when the book is 
released in mid-November.

FTC Proposes Revised “Green Guides”

The FTC has issued proposed changes to their 
HUD Grant Opportunities “Green Guides.” 
Healthy Home Technical Studies Program The changes to the “Green Guides” include new guidance 


on marketers’ use of product certifications and seals of 
approval, “renewable energy” claims, “renewable 
materials” claims, and “carbon offset” claims. 


The Green Guides were first issued in 1992 to help 
marketers ensure that the claims they are making are 
have increasingly used ‘green’ marketing to true and substantiated. The Guides were revised in 1996 
and 1998. The guidance they provide includes: 1) general 
principles that apply to all environmental marketing 
Americans toward a more environmentally friendly claims; 2) how consumers are likely to interpret particular 
claims and how marketers can substantiate these claims; 
and 3) how marketers can qualify their claims to avoid 
mean and what consumers really understand deceiving consumers.
